THE COMPANIES TRIBUNAL RULES, 1965 

G8.R. 280.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
(142 of the Companies Act, 1966 (1 of 1956), the Central Government hereby makes 
Ihe following rules, namely:— 

1 . Short title and commencement.— These rules may be called the Companies 
Tribunal Rules, 1968. 

2. Definitions.— In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act" means the Companies Act, 1956; 

(b) “Bench" means a Bench of the Companies Tribunal; 

(c) "Chairman" means the Chairman of the Companies Tribunal: 

(d) “Companies Tribunal" means the Tribunal constituted by the Central 

Government under sub-section (1) of section 10A of the Act; 

(e) “Member" means a Member of the Companies Tribunal, 
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3. Application of Companies (Court) ltfcles, 1959.—Subject to the provisions 
of the Act and these Rules, the Companies (Court) Rules, 1959 shall, so far as 
may be, apply to all proceedings befofe the Companies Tribunal. 

4, Rules of construction.—In the application of the Companies (Court) Rules, 
1959 to proceedings before the Companies Tribunal,— 

(a) any reference to “Court” shall be construed as a reference to "Com¬ 

panies Tribunal"; 

(b) any reference to “Judge” shall be construed as a reference to "Bench” 

or "Chairman" or “Member”, as the case may be; 

(c) any reference to “Registrar” shall Be cbnstrued as a reference to the 

“Registrar of the Companies Tribunal”.
